Brown recluse: small but venomous

Eight legs, three pairs of 
eyes and two fangs: here 
comes the brown recluse. 
Manhattan has had a problem 
with brown recluse spiders in 
past years and the spider has a 
lot of myths siuTounding it. So 
why is the brown recluse consid- 
ered one of the most deadly spi- 
ders? How do you identify one? 
Should you be fearful? 

Brown recluse spiders live 
one to two years, on average. 
Thek main region of inhabita- 
tion is the lower Midwest and 
most of the southeast part of the 
country. The recluse also has an 
unorganized web pattern and 
unlike other spiders they hunt at 
night as opposed to waiting in 
their web for prey. 

So why is the brown re- 
cluse on the top of the venom- 
ous, eight-legged creepy chart? 
The recluse is part of the Genus 
Loxosceles, a group of spiders 
noted by their very powerful 
venom. 

The reactions a victim 
might have from a recluse bite 
can vary depending on the per- 
son's health, the size and age of 
the spider, the location of the bite 
and amount of venom injected. 
The bite of the recluse spider 
may not hurt at first. Symptoms 
might not appear until about six 
to 12 hours after the bite, accord- 
ing to a 2014 Kansas State Uni- 
versity Agricultural Experiment

Station and Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service publication. 

As the name implies, they 
try to avoid confrontation and 
only bite when threatened or if 



they have direct contact to skin. 
JR Ewing, a graduate student in 
the school of Entomology has 
had a few encounters with the 
brown recluse. 

"I catch them all over my 
house ... I've probably been bit- 
ten," Ewing said. 

If bitten, it is important to 
go to a health facility. Catching 
the bite and treating it early is 
helpful. Ewing also recommend- 
ed a way to assist the doctors in 
healing a patient of a spider bite. 

"Take (the spider) with you 
to the medical facility," Ewing 
said. 

How to manage 
brown recluses 

According to Texas A&M 
AgriLife Extension, brown re- 
cluse spiders are light brown 
with thin legs. Generally, they 
are not aggressive but will bite 
if threatened. These spiders are 
very venomous and like dark 
places that are cluttered or un- 
disturbed most of the time. 

"They would be in the cor- 
ners, on the ceiling and in the 
shower," Becky Biswell, sopho- 
more in animal science and in- 
dustry, said about the brown re- 
cluse spiders that roamed around 



her home. 

Biswell lives in the base- 
ment of a house on the outskirts 
of Manhattan. After two weeks 
of living there, Biswell and her 
landlord brought in an extermi- 
nator to take care of the brown 
recluse problem. Before that, 
she said they were all over her 
bathroom. 

"I honestly don't like kill- 
ing them," Biswell said. "But if 
they're being a nuisance, then I 
do." 

Biswell said that the deadly 
spiders are even helpful at times. 
Recently, the house she is living 
in underwent some renovations 
that let in some flies, which were 
taken care of by the spiders in 
the house. 

Still, the brown recluse's 
bite can result in ulcers in the 
skin and possibly be life-threat- 
ening and should be avoided. 

Pestkill.org provides chem- 
ical and non-chemical methods 
of avoiding and killing spiders. 
One thing they stress is that 
brown recluse spiders like dark 
nooks and crannies so keeping 
organized and checking clothing 
and shoes laying out before put- 
ting them on. 

"Less clutter and stuff, you 
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get less brown recluses," Steve 
McKinzie, owner of local pest 
control company McKinzie Pest 
Control, said. 

Also suggested in case of an 
infestation are glue traps. If one 
does not mind picking up spi- 
der covered boards every now 
and then, this is a simple way of 
taking care of not only brown re- 
cluses but also other pests. 

McKinzie said glue traps 
will help people realize just how 
much of a problem they are hav- 
ing with brown recluses. It can 
also help pinpoint where the spi- 
ders may be located. Brown re- 
cluses enjoy hard to reach places 
that are isolated, so houses that 
have been vacant for a long 
time and closets that have a lot 
of clutter will have more brown 
recluses than other areas. 

"Spiders have the oppor- 
tunity to take over," McKinzie 
said. 

Avoid the infestation in the 
first place by making sure that 
any gaps in the walls or pipes 
are sealed off. Vacuuming away 
spiders and eggs will also help 
if one has the time to go around 
to the possible hiding spots that 
might be in the house, and keep 
clutter off the floor.

K-State observing 
Banned Books Week 

This week is Banned Books Week 
and K-State Libraries, Sigma Tau Delta 
International English Honor Society and 
the English Department are co-spon- 
soring a series of events in observance. 
Events will include readings from sur- 
prising banned books, such as "Hunger 
Games" or "To Kill a Mockingbird," 
at Bosco Student Plaza, a showing of 
the "Hunger Games" film at Manhat- 
tan Public Library and a panel discus- 
sion over censorship in K-State Student 
Union's Little Theatre. 

Daniel Ireton, assistant professor 
and undergraduate and community ser- 
vices librarian at K-State Libraries, was 
quoted in K-State Today saying that 
Banned Books Week is hosted by the 
American Library Association in cele- 
bration of the First Amendment and the 
freedom to read. The purpose is to un- 
derstand the impacts censorship has on 
education. 

Unemployment dropping in 
Manhattan 

The Kansas Department of Labor 
released the unemployment figures of 
Manhattan as of August, which are at 4.7 
percent. This is a 1 percent drop from 
August 2013 and an even greater drop 
from July 2014 at 5.1 percent, according 
to 1350kman.com. This is a reflection 
of how the state is doing, according to 
Lana Gordon, secretary of labor. Private 
sector jobs are increasing, making the 
unemployment rates drop for the state. 

Unemployment is still a problem 
for many Americans, according to a 
survey by the John J. Heldrich Center 
for Workforce Development at Rutgers 
University. 

The Kansas City Star reported that 
though the economy is slowly recover- 
ing, about 3 million people remain in a 
long-term job searches extending longer 
than six months. This has strained many 
savings and retirement accounts, forcing 
many to either retire early, push back 
thek retirement or just cut spending 
around the house. 

Support groups for the unemployed 
teach them about networking through 
Internet sites and other job hunting tips. 

Kansas Attorney General asks 
for lawsuit dismissal 

Kansas Attorney General Derek 
Schmidt is asking a state court to dismiss 
a lawsuit challenging a school-funding 
law passed in April by the Kansas legis- 
lature, according to a press release from 
Schmidt's office. 

Schmidt filed the motion after the 
Kansas National Education Association 
filed a lawsuit in August. 

Schmidt said the motion is the 
state's formal response to the lawsuit. 

"At it's core, KNEA disagrees with 
the Legislature's policy choice to amend 
the Kansas statutes regarding teacher 
dismissal and termination of teacher 
contracts," Schmidt said in the release. 
"Rather than attack the issue directly, the 
KNEA raises an abstract challenge to the 
process by which the Legislature enact- 
ed the law." 

The Topeka Capital Journal contact- 
ed Marcus Baltzell, director of commu- 
nications at the KNEA, for comment. 

"We believe our complaint is clear 
and will wait until the process takes its 
full course before comment further," 
Baltzell said in the Capital Journal arti- 
cle.

The assumption might be 
that rugby resembles American 
football, but the K-State men's 
rugby team wants to dispute that 
idea.

A 
scrum occurs after a penalty and 
consists of eight members from 
both teams on hands in knees in- 
terlocked, fighting over the ball. 

"A bunch of big, angry men 
pushing each other around," Viel- 
hauer said of the style of play.

It's the physical and intense 
nature of the game that keeps 
athletes and fans coming back for 
more.

The old adage says, "If you don't 
know history, you're doomed to repeat it." 
While you'll find educated folks far and 
wide who will debate the accuracy of that 
sentiment, it's still a phrase that is staring 
the K-State volleyball team right down the 
nose. 

In the 2013 season, K-State ran 
through nonconference play with a 12-1 
record going into Big 12 play. The Wild- 
cats were senior-led and coming off two 
straight trips to the NCAA tournament. 
Expectations were high. 

However, K-State then stumbled 
through conference play - winning only 
six matches the rest of the season. 

Granted, the Wildcats became injury 
plagued down the stretch. But, in the end, 
the 2013 season was not one to remember 
for the purple-clad faithful here in the 
Little Apple. 

This season, K-State once again went 
nearly unblemished through nonconfer- 
ence play, ending with a 13-1 record going 
into its conference opener against Baylor 
this weekend. 

This squad, however, is very dif- 
ferent than the one that trotted out onto 
Terina Irsik Memorial Court in Aheam 
Field House last season. 

Head Coach Suzie Fritz knew that 



with a roster of 20 players that featured 
14 underclassmen, senior or even junior 
leadership might be in short supply. 

What some might not have seen 
coming is not only have the underclassmen 
played, they've taken ownership on the 
court. 

The top three scorers for this K-State 
team are underclassmen. Two of those 
underclassmen put on the purple and white 
for the first time this year. 

Mississippi State sophomore transfer 
outside hitter Brooke Sassin and true fresh- 
man outside hitter Kylee Zumach have 
been nothing short of amazing so far for 
this K-State squad. They have combined 
for 340 of K-State's 692 kills this season. 

Zumach was just named Big 12 Rook- 
ie of the week for the third week in a row, 
which has never been done by a K-State 
player. It doesn't end with the rookie of 
the week award either, as no Wildcat has 
ever won any weekly award three weeks 
in a row. 

The closest the program has come was 
in 2001 , when three separate Wildcats won 
player of the week honors in consecutive 
weeks. 

Zumach and Sassin are in the top 10 
in the Big 12 for overall kills. K-State is 
one of only three schools, including Baylor 
and Texas Tech, to have multiple players 
in the top 10 and the duo is the youngest. 

Redshirt sophomore middle blocker 
Katie Reininger's game is also rising as 
she has proven herself not only to be a 
formidable offensive force with a spike 
that could take your head off, but one of 
the best defensive players in the Big 12. As 
of right now, she leads the Big 12 in total 
blocks with 62 and is fifth in blocks per set 
with 1.35. 

Added to that, they have one of the 
best setters in the business in redshirt 



sophomore Katie Brand, who is second 
overall in the Big 12 in assist per set with 
11.42. 

Sassin, Reininger and Zumach can 
only hit them as well as Brand can deal 
them and right now this Wildcat team is in 
sync with each other. 

There are some unanswered questions 
that loom over this team performance, 
which thus far has been a "Sherman's 
March to the Sea" level of domination 
with seven sweeps in their 13 total wins. 

While K-State's competition hasn't 
been bad, sweeping big-name schools 
like Michigan and Arkansas, they haven't 
beaten anyone necessarily impressive. The 
only ranked team K-State has played thus 
far is a cuiTently No. 18 Arizona. That 
bunch of Wildcats swept K-State in Green 
Bay to begin the season. 

There isn't any doubt that this young 
Wildcat team has grown leaps and bounds 
in terms of skills and just overall team 
chemistry, but this K-State team is still 
unproven. 

Nearly anyone can sweep the South 
Dakota's of the world. Is this K-State 
ready to step up and play high-quality op- 
ponents week after week? Can they hack 
it with No. 2 Texas, who continues to be 
dominate? Can this young team head east 
and snuff out No. 23 Kansas? 

Will they prove that they deserve to 
be the first ranked K-State team since Nov. 
2012?Only time will tell. 

This is a K-State team who is 
precocious and has something to prove. 
Regardless of how this Big 12 season 
goes, K-State fans are in for several years 
of solid, exciting volleyball.

junior in management and 
teammate, said.
